On his way in this man was handed 
over to the policeman, who brought 
them into town. Connolly is known 
to be insane, but the other is. under 
observation and has not been com; 
mitted yet. That he must be in a 
mentally unbalanced state is pretty 
certain from the fact that/on his way 
in he was securely handcuffed and had 
“ropes wound around:his body. 

\ Would Cut Girl to Pieces 

One of the residents at Wolf Creek 
states that it is thought that the in- 
sane man went to the house of some 
homesteaders, and, finding the daugh- 
4er of the house, threatened her life, 
telling her that he would cut her up 
into small pieces. The neighbors 
were aroused by her cries cand the 
man was got under control and hand- 
ed over to the police. 

Connolly, the other man, is insane 
and will join the party of Bortholemew 
Barola his wife, the Italians, who 
are sufferg from religious mania, 
and who ;:oceed to Brandon tonight 
in the charge of the mounted police, 
leaving six small children — beltind 
them. Mr. Chadwick, suerintendent 
: of the Industrial School, has taken 

charge of them and placed them in the 
department for indigent — children, 
where they will be well looked after 
until their mother and father recov- 
er.

CAN SHOOT 10,600 
TIMES A MINUTE 


Powderless Machine Gun Design- 
ed to Prevent Use of Aero- 
planes in War 


POWDER USED IS SECRET 


The Bullets Emerge Like Water 
Through a Hose—Machine 
on Exhibition 


Stapleton, SL, Aug. 17.—A powder- 
less machine gun, the motive 
of which is believed to be electricity, 
and which is designed to prevent the 
use of the aeroplane in war,.is on ex- 
hibition here, It is the invention Gi 
Frederick -B. Bangerter, and. he claims 


power 


that it can shoot 10,000 three-eighth- 


inch bullets a minute, with a range 
of more than a mile. Inasmuch as 
there is no recoil, the gun can be 


pointed to any part of the compass, 
and swung in a circle while the +bul- 
lets are being discharged. 

Jangerter declares that his gun will 
be mounted on a standard automobile 
chassis, so encased with armor plate 
that the gunner is entirely protected 
and the power to operate the gun wiil 
be furnished by a 120-horse power en- 
gine, which will also. operate the mor 
tor car. 

The power employed in discharging 
the gun is Kept secret until it is. fully 
patented. ln an exhibition given by 
the inventor, he had the motive parts 
with tarpaulin, The bullets 
emerged from the muzzle like water 
through a fire hose, and in a fraction 
of a minute a large section of a pire 
board target had been melted away 
by the flying lead.

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The Ottawa Journal advances he 
theory that murders and attempted 
murders should be punished on the ad 
valorem principle. ‘A man who kills 
a man,” it says. “like Mayor Gaynor, 
whose life that life shal be 
made sweeter and better for a whole 
city, commits a far greater crime ag- 
ainst humanity than the man who kills 
another street loafer in a brawl. And 
it would seem as though his punish- 
ment ought to be proportionately 
greater,” 

The idea would be a difficult one 
to apply.

Attention should be paid to the 
statement made by President Creci- 
man of the ‘Agricultural College at 
Guelph, when in Edmonton yesterday, 
that after what he had seen after tra 
velling thruoghout the country, he had 
come to the conclusion that the re- 
ports being spread in the east regard- 
ing crop failure in the west were very 
much exaggerated. This is strictiy ?n 
line with the views of the observers 
whose Opinions’are worth paying heed 
to and who have investigated condi- 
tions themselves, The West as a 
whole will not make as good a show- 
ing as in most other years, but over 


lage areas excellent crops are beng 
obtained, while the contrast with our 
most formidable competitor, whe West- 
ern States, is so admittedly in our fav- 
or that we are bound to receive quite 
as much benefit as from those years 
in which our total productiveness 
stood at the highest.

MIGRATION NORTH AND 
yo SOUTH. 


Toronto Stai 
The New York Times sows some 
anxiety as to the Amertahn migration 
to Canada, It finds that‘according to 
American official figures, in the year 
ending Jast March, 103,789 persons 
went from the United States to Can- 


— 


ada, and 75,000 went from Canada to 
the United States. Moreover, it claims 
that of the 75,000 there were nearly 
17,000 “catalogued as American citi- 
zens who had gone to Canada to make 
new ‘homes, and it was the stories of 
the wealth of the wheat lands in Bri- 
tish Columbia that had lured them 
from the farms of the Dakotas, Min- 
nesota and other northwestern States. 
For reasons which the dry reports of 
the government statisticians do not 
give, they had decided that Canada did 
not offer the opportunities that the 
brilliangly-worded prospectuses  pro- 
mised, and they were willing to come 
back home.” 

Possibly the latter statement will be 
denied by the ‘Canadian officials, But 
we see no cause for anxiety or alarm 
even if it’ were true, nor do we sce 
any cause for the anxiety felt by some 
of our American friends as ito the 
northward movement. For some years 
there will be many movements in both 
directions. As we have by far the 
greater area of land in proportion to 
population, the balance will be in our 
favor. But the United States have been 
farmed. in a very careless and prodigal 
manner and vigorous efforts will be 
made to encourage intensive cultiva- 
tion, and to give back to the South 
what it lost by «he blight of slave 
labour. 

Just as ‘Americans’ were attracted 
to Canada by cheap and fertile whea: 
land, so it is quite possible that Cana- 
dians may be attracted some day by 
promises of an easy life in the sunny 
South, growing oranges, cotton and to- 
bacco.Some of them will find the life 
not quite what it is painted, and will 
come back to grow wheat in the West 
or apples in Ontario. What matter? 
It will all add to the variety and rich- 
ness of life, and help the two cous- 
tries to understand cach other. If im- 
migration should suffer a check, the 
good Jand will not run away, nor its 
fertility vanish by waiting. These 
vast spaces should give us a serenity 
and a confidence not to Le shaken by 
rumors and alarms,

league races this season. Good bat- 
ters, fielders and base runners are es- 


sential assets of a-successful team, 
but let the pitching-be inferior and the 
good work of the others will likely go 
for naught. 


One of the best examples of what a 


good pitching corps means to a team 


is furnished with the Cardinals. Man- 
ager Bresnahan is the owner of one of 
the best'scoring machines in the coun- 
try. Its seldom that the team is held 
to a shutout or one or two runs, The 
average is more nearly in the neigh- 
borhood of three,-four and five. 

Still, the team hasn’t been winning 
nearly a majority of its.games. Simply 
because the pitchers have been unable 
to hold down the opposition. If Bres- 
nahan were fortunate enough to have 
three fairly good boxmen as members 
of his team it wouldn’t seem unreason- 
able to claim a first division berth for 
the Cardinals. 

jut there isn’t a single member of 
his twirling corps that can be ranked 
with the stars of the twinling world, 
He has-been especially unfortunate in 
having every member of his twirling 
staff collapse at the same time. 

But the ‘St. Louis club is not the 
only one that is suffering for lack of 
good pitching.

COMMISSIONERS AUTHORIZED TO COLLECT DATA ON 
COST OF A HYDRO-ELECTRIC PLANT ON THE ATHA- 
BASCA RIVER, ONE HUNDRED MILES NORTH OF ED- 
MONTON—OTHER MATTERS TAKEN UP AT LAST 
NIGHT’S COUNCIL MEETING. 


WHAT WAS DONE 


Commissioners authorized to 
collect data in connection with 
proposal to establish a municipal 
hydro-electric plant on the Atha- 
basca River. ‘ 

Complaints of Messrs. Hoff- 
man and Furlong regarding Iso- 
lation Hospital were dismissed. 


As International Lighting and 
Heating Co. have not put up 
bond of $10,000, negotiations are 
off, for the present. 

Work on Jasper avenue subway 
will not likely be commenced this 
year. 

Many local improvements were 
authorized. : 

City will help entertain the 
Canadian Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion. 

‘Thursday, August 25th, will be 
declared a holiday by the Mayor. 

The question of buying College 
avenue land from Alberta College 
was laid over, the park comittee 
reporting the price asked to be 
too large.

Ald. Armstrong brought up the 
question of a union station, and 
the commissioners were author- 
ized to go into the matter. 


Before a decision is to be made by 
the council in regard to the offer of 
the Edmonton Heat and Power Com- 
pany to supply energy to the city for 
$20 per horse power per annum, the 
city commissioners are to collect data 
in connection with the proposal to es- 
tablish oa = municipal hydro-electric 
plami on the Athabasca river,.at a 
point too miles north of dmonton, 
and to prepare an estimate of the cost 
of establishing such a plant. hey are 
a'so to consider the advisabiltty: of 
employing a coiipelent engineer to 
make an investigation of the propo- 
sition. This idea was discussed in 
the council in January, but nothing 
definite was decided then. 

Such was the conclusion arrived at 
at last night’s meeting of the city 


council, and it arose from a discussie | Jasper avenue subway, 


of a report by the commissioners on 
the offer of the Edmonton ‘Hest and 
Power Company. The repert stated 
that there was. no fault to be found 
with the price asked by the [Edmon- 
ton Heat and Power Company, but 
it contained the advice that it would 
be better before deciding to investi- 
gente the hydro-electric scheme. After 
pointing out that it would cost ithe 
city $200,000 a year if the offer of the 
Edmonton Heat and Power Com- 
pany’s offer was accepted, the report 
goes on to say: 


What Commissioners Said 


“The amount of $200,000 contem- 
plated to be paid per annum to the 
Edmonton Heat and (Power ‘Company 
under their proposition to furnish 10,- 
ooo H.P.would represent approximate- 
ly the interest and sinking fund 
charges on an investment of $2,000,000 
and it is possible that for an expen- 
diture not exceeding that amount .he 
city could install on the Athabasea riv- 
er a plant capable of delivering to the 
city this amount of power. We have 
no data from which ¢he cost of such 
a plant cow!d be estimated and we 
beg to submit for your consideration 
that it might be advisable before en- 
tering into negotiations for the pur- 
chase of power to obtain data and as- 
certain for what total investment the 
could install a generating plant on the 
Athakasca river with transmission 
line to the city and the necessary sub- 
station with an immediate capacity of 
10,000 H. P., but laid out for conven- 


jJient future expansion to the limit of 


the power available. This assuming 
that the right to the water power in 
question could be secured and that 
special legislation could be obtaind 
to enable the city to make the neces- 
sary financial arrangements to bui'd 
such a plant with its appurtenances.” 

In reference to the matter, Ald. 
Lundy stated that it would be advis- 
able for the city to take advantage 
of the hydec-electric scheme fo: the 
reason 4¢hat the city would then live 
cofitrel of itr Gwn power and could 
encourage manufacturing by making 
such terms with prospective industries 
as they pleased, 

Ald. McKinley said that if the offer 
of the Edmonton Heat and Power 


Company's offer was accepted ‘that at + 


the end of the 30-year franchise the 
city could then take over the plant, 
according to the draft agreement, but 
tht point was raised as to wether 
the city could stand the loss of manu- 
facturing industries which might oc- 
cur during that period. 

Ald. Armstrong favored the idea of 
a hydro-electric plant and thought 
that it would be of great benefit. He 
thought that there was no serious dit- 
fiewtty attending the financing of the 
scheme, 

The discussion of the subject was 
only ep-hazard and it will remain in 
abeyance until

000, The committee reported that a 
retaining wall would have to be placed 
along the south side.

At all events, if western commercial- 
ism does not kill it out, it will be an 
interesting factor in the making of the 
Canadian national -spirit that some 
people are always looking for—Brit- 
ton B. Cooke, in the cronto Daily 
Star.

SAND AND GRAVEL CON- 
TRACTS 


Work Will Soon Be in Full Swing On 
the High Level Bridge 


The contract for the supplying of 
gravel for the contsruction of the high 
level bridge has been let to the Huff 
Gravel Company of this city. ‘The 
contract is valued at $100,000. 

At present the Huff Company have 
not adequate facilities for handling 
the contract and will find it necessary 
to put on two shifts of labor — Fifty 
thousand yards of gravel is to be de- 
livered to both sides of the river ata 
cost of $2 a yard. 

Jos. Hostyn has secured the con- 
tract to supply the sand necessary 
for the contsruction of the piers and it 
will be brought from Clover Bar. 

The plant to be used by the con- 
crete company has arrived and will be 
put in place immediately.

AN APPALLING CASUALTY 
LIST 


An advance report of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission of the United 
States shows that the total number 
of casualties to persons on American 
railways for the year ending June 30, 
1909, was 104,348, of which 8,722 rep- 
resented the number of persons killed 
and 95,626 the number injured. Casiral- 
ties occurred among three genera! 
classes of railway employees, as fol- 
lows: ‘Trainmen, 1,344 killed, 29,118 
injured; switch tenders, crossing ten- 
ders, and watchmen, 93 killed, 507 in- 
jured; other employees, 1,173 killed, 
45,381 injured. ‘he casualties to em- 
ployees coupling ‘and uncoupling cars 
were: Killed 155, injured 2,382, The 
casualties connected with coupling and 
uncoupling cars are assigned as fol- 
lows: Trainmen killed 137, injured 2,- 
271; switch tenders, crossing tenders, 
and watchmen killed, 14, mnjured 76.

COUNCIL MEETING 

At the meeting of the Strathcona 
city council yestrday evening a peti- 
tion was presented by Ald. Lendrum 
and other west end property holders. 
at which Ald, Congdon expressed sur- 
prise, that the work of draining Mc- 
Kernan’s and Lendrum Lake be un- 
dertaken 

Ald. Congdon thought that it was 
peculiar that this petition should be 
brought forward just after the Potter 
report had been presented, which had 
recommended a sustem of draining 
that could not be undertaken — this 
this year. 

Ald. Lendrum replied that these 
bodies of water were a danger to the 
public health.

No appropriation 
was made for this task this year but 
it is possible that there may be a sur- 
plus from other appropriations. 
~A letter was received from the fire- 
chief calling attention.to the fact that 
the hydrants in different parts of the 
city were being used for commercial 
purposes and wherever they had been 
used they were mostly found to be out 
of order, a particular instance was 
given in the case of the hydrant at 
Walter's mill, which had at times been 
left partially open. It was suggested 
that this hydrant be provided with a 
sufficient length of hose so that in 
the event of a fire occurring in the 
mill there would be sufficient to reach 
to the mill. 

A motion introduced by Ald. Cong- 
don was passed, that the same water 
rate be charged as was in force dur- 
ing the year 1909. It also stipulated 
that water rales remaining unpaid af- 
ter the thirtieth of the month would 
result in the water being cut off at 
the house of the interested party. A 
bylaw imposing a frontage tax of ten 
cents per foot frontage on all property 
past which the water mains were con- 
structed, was given its three read- 
ings 

The water and sewer committee re- 
commended the payment of $238.50 in 
settlement of Robert Oschner’s claim 
for $483.60 for pipes laid by him on 
city property. :
